The A, L, Notion Go, 


HUMANE SOCIETY 


WOULD LIKE TO HAVE CASES OF 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS RE- 


PORTED TO THEM. 


Acts of Inhumanity Which Are Prac- 


ticed on Animals-^-Offenders 


AVill be Punished. 


There has been much feeling cre- 


ated of late by various cases of cru- 
elty to amnials, and tae Advocate has 
been requested on several occasions to 
call the attention of its readers to 
some of the most revolting abuses of 
dumb bea&ts. and cases which the in- 
formants of the Advocate fear to re- 
port to the humane society lest they' 
be required ta appear in court against 
the offenders. 


Since the approach of spring has 


been noticeable, many horses 
have 


been subjected to the clippers, with! 
the result that now when the weather 
is colder, the animals suffer exceed- 
ingly from the cold: in spite of the 
care that might be taken to protect 
them with artificial covering;. Hu- 
mane Officer Charles Bader made a 
request some time ago for all persons 
to report cases of clipped horses and 
the humane society would act as soon 
as the matter was reported. 


Another act of inhumanity that is 


being practiced quite widely about 
Xewark. is the clipping of dogs' ears 
In many of these Instances half of 
the ears arc cut off, leaving ugly, 
bleeding stubs trimmed pointedly to 
"make them look like bulldogs." A 
local veterinary surgeon told an Ad- 
vocate man the other day that he had 
about decided to refuse to operate 
upon dogs in such a way, as it was 
simply a bit of useless cruelty that 
compared well -with cutting off the 
long tails of dogs and horses. 


A little observation reveals some 


of the most unimaginable cruelty to 
helpless animals, ana Officer 
Bader 


has stated that he would deem it a 
great favor if all persons -would make 
a practice of reporting such instances 
of brutality that the society he repre- 
sents might deal out tfce proper pun- 
ishment to the offenders.
